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To the Citizens of Rye: 


By law it is the duty of the School Board to make to the 
town annually, a report of the condition of the schools and 
and school buildings, with such suggestions relating thereto, as 
they may think useful and necessary. 

And in compliance, we make this our first annual report. 
‘The town having under the new law, assumed ownership of the 
school buildings, it becomes responsible for their maintainance 
and repair. 

We found them in very good condition generally. The south 
school room needed some slight repairs, and the furniture had 
to be mended, and some new desks and chairs furnished, and 
the out-building put in order. 

The centre school room required new black-boards, and re- 
pairs to windows and desks; this with slight repairs on wood 
room at the west, includes all repairs done on school houses, 
and amounted to $49.30, which was paid by the selectmen aside 
from the school fund. The centre school room needs a new 
floor and new windows to make it really comfortable for win- 
ter use. 

The schools for the year we think have made good progress. 
It being new business for the committee we have not been able 
to do as much for them, and make as many suggestions and ad- 
ditions to their general working facilitles as those who have 
had more experience in this matter, might have done. But we 
have tried to do what we could for their best welfare, in pro- 
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viding the most convenient and practical appliances for the 
school rooms, and in securing the best teachers available. 

There is much that might be done, and many things added 
to the school rooms, in the way of cyclopedias, books of ref- 
erence, outline maps, globes, and ‘‘modern school furnishings,” 
at light cost, which would help the schools very much in their 
progress. Each school should have a good, reliable map of 
New Hampshire; the subject has been considered but none 
have as yet been secured, on account of our dislike to take 
money from the school fund for the purpose. We have not in- 
troduced new text books, (although many have been recom- 
mended) because those in use have not had the five years 
trial as provided by law. 

In some cases, we have introduced as supplementary read- 
ing, some short stories by the best authors, which we find of 
much benefit as a change in reading. We have also, endorsed 
the Spencerian writing books, for another term of five years. 
We have endeavered to give each school as nearly an equal 
chance with the rest as possible. But in some instances have 
failed on account of sickness. The South school had to be 
closed in the spring term after four weeks of school, on ac- 
count of sickness among the scholars, thereby losing six weeks 
in one of the most important terms. By commencing as early 
in August as the hot weather would allow, a part of the loss 
was made up. In the West school the teacher has been sick 
two or three weeks of the winter term, which has been a cause 
of delay there. In the east school there has also been a delay 
from the same cause. 

We would call attention of parents and others, having schol- 
ars in charge, to the importance of constant attendance on the 
part of the pupils after a term has commenced. The absence 
of even a half day is a loss to the scholar and an interruption 
to the best dicipline of the school. This was a source of ‘re- 
gret and we fear there is generally too little heed paid to the 
matter. 

The south school has been taught during the year by Miss 
5. Ada Phillips, who has with hard work and firm discipline, 
brought the school up to a high state of proficiency. Miss 
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Phillips is one of our most experienced and successful teach- 
ers, and in this case has added to her previous deservedly good 
reports. This is her third year in townas teacher. ‘The schol- 
ars under her charge have made good progress in their studies, 
and their deportment has been such that there has come to be 
a perfect understanding between teacher and scholars, and all 
working together accomplish the best results. This being the 
largest school in town, and impossible for the teacher to hear 
all the classes recite, she has had the assistance of one of her 
advanced scholars a part of the winter term. 

The west school for the year has been under the manage- 
ment of Miss Clara A. Harvey of Nottingham, N. H., who 
has by her easy manner of control succeeded in keeping her 
school up to a very high standard. It being the smallest in 
town, she has been able to devote more time to each scholar 
than is generally possible in our large mixed schools. ‘This is 
Miss Harvey’s second year in this school, and it shows the ad- 
vantage of continuing a successful teacher in the same school. 

The spring and fall terms of the centre school were taught 
by Miss Lizzie B. Norris of Hampton. During our visits we 
found the scholars to have good recitations, and the teacher 
working hard to make her school a success, and to a certain 
extent she gained her object, but we thought there should have 
been more rigid discipline and better order to secure the best 
results. The winter term has been under the management of 
Miss M. Emma Merrill who always has the best of govern- 
ment, and is sure to interest all her scholars, requiring them to 
be thorough in their work, and understanding it as they go. 
We think this school has had a successful year, and is in con- 
dition for good progress in future. 

In the east school the spring and fall terms were taught by 
Miss M. Emma Merrill of Plymouth, N. H., who has had this 
school in charge for eight terms in succession, and has by her 
thorough discipline and easy manner of interesting her pupils, 
brought them up to an excellent state of scholarship and mod- 
els of good government. Miss Merrill’s fund of general knowl- 
edge, used in cannection with her text books, enables her to 
secure the best results in any school she may undertake. The 
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winter term has been taught by Miss Lillian A. Haynes of 
Mount Vernon, Maine. In following one of the most success- 
ful teachers, she has found it difficult to keep up an increasing 
terest among her pupils, on account of a change of methods, 
as all teachers have their own peculiar way of doing their 
work. She has labored hard for her scholars and succeeded 
very well, all things being considered ; but failed to give entire 
satisfaction. 

We are indebted to the several teachers for their uniform 
courtesy and readiness to adopt methods and suggestions 
thought best for the welfare of their schools. 

We are in favor of a high school to be taught in the town 
hall, as all the facilities for such a school have been provided 
by the town; and recommend the town to appropriate $300 in 
addition to the sum now assigned to schools. This with a part 
of the sum now appropriated, might be used to have a_ high 
school of four months or more during each year, which would 
relieve the other schools and meet a want long felt by those 


having the best interests of education at heart.
